Report of Town Meeting 
Tuesday, March 14, 1989 


The polls were declared open by the Moderator, Donald Banks, at 
9:00 a.m. in the downstairs of the Freedom Town Hall. (The polls were 
open from 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m.) The Town Meeting was held upstairs; 
the Moderator opened the meeting at approximately 9:04 a.m. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

The Moderator read this Article and explained that this process 
was taking place downstairs at the Polls during the day. 


Article 2: To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


We return to this Article at the end of the meeting, once the 
Articles have been voted on, to determine the amount required for this 
Arucle: 


Article 3; To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$1,200,000.00 for the reconstruction of the West Ossipee Road and to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow all or part of such sum under the 
Municipal Finance Act. 


AMENDMENT by Chester Jones to amend this Article to read 
$790,000.00, instead of $1,200,000, SECONDED by Daniel Brooks. 

Mr. Jones, Chairman of the Selectmen, spoke on this Article and the 
proposed Amendment, and told the meeting that because this was a 
Bond matter, the Selectmen had to put in the highest figure for the 
proposed reconstruction, namely the $1,200,000, knowing that they 
could have it amended lower if necessary, but that any amount could not 
go over the $1,200,000. It was also explained that a Bond issue has to 
be done by a written ballot, with the polls remaining open for one (1) 
hour, then the results are announced, and the Town Meeting continues. 


Lengthy discussion on this Article - refer to tape for full discussion. 


Chet Jones made a motion to MOVE the question. 


Article 3, as amended, was read again in its entirety: "To see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate $790,000.00 for the reconstruction of the 
West Ossipee Road and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow all or part 
of such sum under the Municipal Finance Act." 


VOTED YES to Amend the Article. 


The polls were declared open for one hour at approximately 10:15 
a.m. RESULTS: 176 Votes cast, 107 YES, 69 NO. There were 118 votes 
required for a two-thirds majority, so this Article was DEFEATED. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise & appropriate the 
following sums of money:

VOTED: Yes, unanimous.

SECONDED by Melvin Lawrence. 
VOTED: YES, unanimous. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise & appropriate the 
sum of Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) for sealing Town roads, 
such sum to be taken from the Highway Subsidy Account. 


MOTION to accept made by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Robert Battles. 
VOTED: YES, unanimous. 


Article 7; To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a 
highway Road Grader and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 (Ten Thousand Dollars) to be placed in this fund. 


MOTION to accept made by Robert Battles. 
SECONDED by Richard Goff. 


Chester Jones made a MOTION TO AMEND the wording of this 
Article to "highway equipment fund," because if the existing wording is 
left in, the money would have to be spent only on a grader and nothing 
else, and if the wording is changed, the Town can purchase any other 
piece of equipment it needs, using money from this fund. 


AMENDMENT seconded by Hugh Priebe. 
VOTED TO AMEND: YES, unanimous. Article now reads as 
follows: 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a 
highway equipment fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 (Ten Thousand Dollars) to be placed in this fund. 


MOTION to accept as amended made by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Robert Battles. 
VOTED: YES, unanimous. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise & appropriate the 
sum of $16,500.00 for the Fire Department, as listed: 





Mutual Aid Dues $ 1,000.00 

Second Payment on Backup Console 
at Sheriff's Office 1,000.00 
Dry Hydrants 1,500.00 
General Maintenance 13,00.00 
$ 16,500.00 


MOTION to accept made by Nelson Works. 
SECONDED by Tim Brooks. 


Warren Anthony proposed an amendment to this Article, to make 
the total amount appropriated $19,700.00, by adding $3,200.00 for 
equipment for a trained group of first responders for medical aid, 
SECONDED by Lisa Quinn. 


The Selectmen questioned this procedure—if an item not in the 
Warrant, there is no category. After discussion the MODERATOR 
RULED THIS AMENDMENT OUT OF ORDER, BECAUSE THE 
TOWN'S PEOPLE WERE NOT PROPERLY NOTIFIED. 

The original Article 8 was re-read: 


VOTED on the original Article 8: YES, unanimous. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $24,000.00 for refurbishing Engine #1. 


MOTION to accept made by Tim Brooks. 
SECONDED by John McVitty. 


The Fire Chief, John McVitty, made a MOTION TO AMEND this 
Article up to Twenty-Eight Thousand ($28,000.00) Dollars. 


AMENDMENT SECONDED by Hugh Priebe. 
The Fire Chief, John McVitty, gave an explanation of the increase, 


explained required repairs and answered questions. Another $20,000 
will not be needed next year, truck has 15,000 miles on it, truck will last 


for another ten years with these repairs, saves buying another new 
truck to replace. (See tape for full discussion). 


The meeting proceeded to vote on the Amendment: 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $28,000.00 for Refurbishing Engine #1. 


VOTED: Yes, unanimous. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $139.67 
for the Lakes Region Association for the purpose of publishing and 
promoting the natural resources of the Town in cooperation with other 
Towns in the Lakes Region. 


MOTION made by John Thurston to TABLE this Article. 
SECONDED by Hugh Priebe. 
VOTE ON MOTION TO TABLE: YES, by majority. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$19,086.50 for the Health Department and appropriate money for the 
same.

MOTION made to accept by Jerry Brooks. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 


Selectman Chester Jones explained to the meeting that he had 
checked into the Center of Hope situation and in the past we have 
donated $500.00 per person, and there are two still going from Freedom, 
and two more who started going from Freedom, but have since moved out 
of Freedom, and he made a 


MOTION to AMEND the Center of Hope's money down to $1,000.00 
SECONDED by Hugh Priebe. 


Discussed at length. Laurie Morrow made a motion to MOVE the 
Amendment. 


VOTE on the Amendment—to have the Article 11 read exactly as 
stated, with the exception of the money request for the Center of Hope 
being listed as $1,000.00, making the total of Article 11 $18,086.50 (not 
$19,086.50). 


VOTE on AMENDMENT: YES 47 NO 53. AMENDMENT 
DEFEATED. 


Discussed at length. Laurie Morrow made a motion to MOVE the 
Article; seconded by Chester Jones. 


VOTE on Article 11—ORIGINALLY AS WRITTEN IN THE TOTAL 
OF $19,086.50—YES, unanimous. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,259.00 for dues to the Lakes Region Planning Commission. 


MOTION to accept made by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Thomas Morrow. 
VOTE: YES, by majority. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to Amend Section 310 of the 
Freedom Zoning Ordinance by deleting the present section and inserting 
the following in place thereof: 


1. Any lot of record may be used for a single family dwelling on the 
conditions: 


A. The lot is of record. 


B. A numbered approval for construction of a Subsurface Disposal 
System is obtained from the Water Supply and Pollution Control Dept. 

C. There is compliance with the Freedom Wetlands Ordinance 
and the 1977 Town Ordinance requiring a 125 foot septic setback from 
ponds and streams. 

D. A source of water is available on the lot with a piomeute 
radius required by the Water Supply and Pollution Control Dept. or an 
off-site water source suitable for a single family dwelling is available. 

E. The lot conforms to the setback requirements of the Zoning 
District. 


The Moderator explained that this was a written Ballot item, 
being taken care of at the polls. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to change the Town 
Meeting from a morning meeting to an evening meeting so working 
people may attend without taking a day off from work. 


MOTION to accept made by Mary Ellen Paul. 
SECONDED by Sally Low. 


Discussion. Chester Jones MOVED the question. 


On a voice vote, it was too close to call, so the Moderator called for 
a hand count. 


VOTE: YES - 53; NO - 68. DEFEATED. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to hire a Town Manager to 
coordinate and manage Town affairs. 


MOTION made to TABLE this Article by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Lillian Gatterman. 
VOTE: YES to TABLE, by majority. 


Question from Karen O'Connell, regarding Article 14: "How do we 
get this question on a written ballot?" Mrs. O'Connell was told by the 
Selectmen to bring the Article in to the Selectmen, for inclusion on the 
Town Warrant, during the time period provided by law, specifying the 
request for a written ballot vote. Chester Jones was going to talk with 
the Town's Attorney to verify if this would require ten (10 signatures or 
twenty-five (25). Twenty-five signatures are required for a money 
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issues. The Selectmen were asked to verify this requirement in time to 
be done right for inclusion on next year's Town Warrant. 


Article 16: We, the voters of the Town of Freedom, instruct the 
Selectmen to enter into a contract with a responsible party or company 
to install cable for cable television within the Town of Freedom. 


MOTION to accept made by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 


Discussion. 
VOTE: YES, by majority. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $578.00 for the Conservation Commission. 


MOTION to accept made by Donald Johnson. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 
VOTE: Yes, unanimous. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to extend the winter 
maintenance on Sherwood Forest Way from the Clancy residence to the 
turn around at the boundary of Robin Hood as it has been maintained by 
this section for the past thirteen years. 


MOTION to accept made by Dorrie Barnickel. 
SECONDED by Richard Pascoe. 


Dorrie requested permission for a taxpayer to speak on this issue, 
Robert Young, who is not a registered voter. Mr. Young was given 
permission to speak, explained that the section of road was about 2100 
feet, and the Town is plowing only 1300 feet. The Road Agent, Robert 
Battles, was asked to speak on this question, and he explained that the 
Town had been advised by the Attorney General's office not to expend 
Town funds on an unaccepted road. Discussion. 


VOTE: NO, by majority. (DEFEATED). 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Town 
Ordinance to restrict the speed on private roads within the Square 
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Brook Estates confines to 15 MPH and should it be necessary, to enforce 
the same. 


MOTION to accept made by Priscilla Sargent. 
SECONDED by Jerry Brooks. 


Discussion. Chief Pyne was asked to speak on this issue, and 
explained that he had been advised by the Town's Attorney that it 
would be illegal to adopt a speed limit on any private roads because 
the Town cannot enforce it on any private road. Mr. Cutler spoke on 
behalf of this Article and presented an opinion that he'd received from 
his attorney. There was much discussion on this Article. 


Henry Lamb made a MOTION to MOVE the question, seconded by 
Jerry Brooks. 


VOTE: NO, defeated by a majority vote. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00 for the salary and expenses of a code enforcement 
officer for the Town of Freedom. 


MOTION to accept made by Priscilla Sargent. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 


Discussion. It was explained to the meeting by the Selectmen that 
the reason for this position was to have one person enforcing the zoning 
laws, and the site inspections, etc., which is what the Selectmen have 
been doing and they cannot continue to do this themselves. The $10,000 
figure was based on $100.00 per day, two days per week throughout the 
year, and after that, the fees would pay for the salary. 


John Thurston proposed the following Amendment to Article 20: 
"That the Town appropriate $5,000 for the purpose of the beginning 
expenses of Code Enforcement: 


1. That the Selectmen appoint a qualified building inspector 
whose duties would encompass framing, chimneys and foundations; 

2. Appoint a qualified electrical inspector; 

3. Appoint a qualified plumbing and well inspector. 
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The appointed inspectors would be compensated by the installing 
contractors on a per inspection basis by a permit fee to be determined by 
the appointed inspectors and the Selectmen. No occupancy permit 
would be issued until all inspections are completed." 


MOTION to AMEND SECONDED by Priscilla Sargent. 


Questions: Would this be instead of the original proposal, or in 
addition to? Instead of. Would this be three different inspectors? Yes. 
What Code? The January 1, 1986 BOCA Code. 


Emery Stokes spoke on this Article, on behalf of the Planning 
Board, and explained that he thought there were really two different, 
separate issues involved here that were being confused, and that this 
Article was put in the Town Warrant for a Code Enforcement Officer for 
the Zoning Ordinance only, to replace the Selectmen in reviewing 
sideline and backline setbacks etc. 


Gloria Rittgarn suggested the original Article to be amended to 
read "a Zoning Code Enforcement Officer," to clarify the intent. 


Chester Jones pointed out that the Town would first have to vote to 
accept and adopt the BOCA Code, and that this would be too big a job 
for just two days a week, but said he'd be willing to amend the Article 
to specify Zoning Code Enforcement Officer. Richard Sargent requested 
that the word "qualified" be inserted. 


Eve Klotz asked if this position would be appointed and by whom? 
Yes, the Selectmen. 


Jane Vernon pointed out that there was a need to have an 
Enforcement Officer for all the land uses, and that the Wetlands were 
an extremely important issue. 


Betty Godfrey called for a Vote on the question as stated, for a vote 
on the Amendment. 


VOTE on AMENDMENT: NO, by majority. 


There was a call to vote on the original Article, with the wording 
changed to"... for a qualified Zoning Code Enforcement Officer . . ." 
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MOTION to accept made by Richard Sargent. 
SECONDED by Barnes Compton. 


Francis Hyland, a member of the Zoning Board of Adjustment, spoke 
against inserting the word "Zoning" Ordinance Inspector. He pointed 
out that there are many things other than Zoning that a Code 
Enforcement Officer could deal with, such as septic, wetlands, etc. 


Henry Lamb made a MOTION to MOVE the question. 


Richard Sargent WITHDREW his proposed Amendment, and the 
Vote was then taken on the Article as written in the book. 


VOTE: YES, by majority. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will have sand available or to sell 
at cost to the residents and snow removers for use on icy Freedom 
driveways. 


MOTION made by Dick Pascoe to pass over this Article. 
SECONDED by Betty Godfrey. 


Many questions from the crowd: Robert Battles, the Road Agent, 
explained that there had been a problem with the removal of large 
quantities of sand, that the Town was not in the business of selling sand, 
nor were they equipped or staffed to do so. He also explained that no 
one had ever been refused sand for their own personal use, but that the 
Town was trying to prevent large quantities from being removed from 
the Town's stockpile. He pointed out that the Town has 63 miles of 
road, and tries to estimate the sand that will be needed for the Town's 
roads, and the sand is stored at the Town Garage for that purpose. 
Randall Davis spoke on behalf of this Article, and explained that he 
had been charging his customers for his services, not for the sand, and 
that he was sanding driveways for Freedom residents, and the sand is 
purchased with taxpayers' money. Discussion. 


VOTE: NO, defeated by majority. (Town Clerk's Note: I have 
no record of this vote being accepted on to the floor for discussion 
purposes, either in my written notes, or in a review of the full discussion 
on tape). 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit by the division of Municipal Accounting 
Department and appropriate money for the same. 


MOTION made to accept by Andrew Drummond. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 


Priscilla Sargent asked for further explanation of this Article. 


Chester Jones explained that the Town is required by the State to 
include this Article in the Warrant. 


Francis Hyland made a MOTION TO TABLE this Article. 
SECONDED by Barnes Compton. 


VOTE TO TABLE: Yes, unanimous. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


MOTION made to accept by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Clement Lovell. 
VOTE: Yes, unanimous. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to accept in the name of the Town: Grants, Land or Gifts of any other 
nature. 


MOTION made to accept by Chester Jones. 
SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 
VOTE: YES, unanimous. 


The Moderator explained that this was the time to return to 
ARTICLE 2 and insert the proper amount into that Article, now to read 
as follows: 


Article 2: To raise and appropriate the sum of $496,623.50 to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year. 


MOTION to accept made by Chester Jones. 


SECONDED by Richard Sargent. 
VOTE: yes, unanimous. 


Article 25: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting. 


Betty Godfrey thanked Jerry Brooks for serving six years as a 
Selectman, and he received a round of applause. 


Sally Low made a MOTION to always have the previous year's 
minutes printed in the Town Report; SECONDED by Dorrie Barnickel. 


VOTED: YES, unanimous. 


Andrew Drummond asked about the status of the re-evaluation. 
The Selectmen explained that on February 13, 1989, the Town entered 
into a contract with United Appraisal Company, work must be started 
within sixty (60) days. There will be a series of public hearings in 
January and early February next year, and the assessments will be as of 
April 1, 1990. There will be assessment books mailed out, and 
everybody will have a chance to discuss their assessments. 


Andrew Drummond also asked about the Attorney General's 
investigation into the Town's books and what the end result was. 
Chester Jones spoke for the Selectmen, and explained that as far as the 
Selectmen are concerned, the investigation is over, they had found no 
wrong-doing, they had looked at the Treasurer's books and the 
Selectmen's books, and that the books had never been removed from the 
Town Office; and they also made recommendations to the Town. 


Dick Pascoe asked to have the Town reconsider the road issue, and 
wanted to authorize the Town to proceed with reconstructing a part of 
the road under a deficit budget. It was pointed out that the Town 
cannot operate under a deficit budget, only the School can. It was 
pointed out that under this Article 25, it could be requested that the 
Selectmen petition the Superior Court for a Special Town Meeting to 
deal with the road matter. 


Discussion. Clement Lovell, the Tax Collector, pointed out that the 
Selectmen had stated that even if the Town had voted in the School 
addition AND the road reconstruction, that the tax rate would still be 
decreasing by approximately 30% this year, because it would not be 
necessary to raise any money for the bond this year, and by next year, 
we'd be under re-evaluation. Mr. Lovell said that he had voted 
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against the road, but if he had had the tax information, it might have 
changed his mind, along with others. 


Henry Trail spoke on the need to have comprehensive figures 
available to make knowledgeable decisions about these big-money 
items. Edwina Drummond spoke in support of Mr. Trail's comments, and 
recommended a Budget Committee to work with the School and the 
Town to coordinate the monies being requested. 

Richard Pascoe made a MOTION to direct the Selectmen to 
investigate a Special Town Meeting to reconstruct the Ossipee lake 
Road at the $790,000.00 figure.

Selectmen's Reports 


As the incoming chairman, I want to share with you ,some of the 
noteworthy changes that have occurred in Freedom this past year. In 
March William Cutler was elected to the Board of Selectmen. David 
Buswell was appointed as the general overseer of our Town Hall, and on 
June 12, Paul Dorian was appointed to the new position created at the 
Town Meeting of 1989 as Zoning Officer. 


In June, due to ill health, Chester Jones was unable to continue as 
senior selectman, a position he had executed faithfully for 36 years. 


In July, Henry Trail was appointed as Town Auditor. Thanks to his 
dedication as a caring citizen, with the help of Remona Murray, we 
have now installed a new bookkeeping system with an integrated 
computerized fund account. 


Also in July Albert Godfrey stepped up to the position of Tax 
Collector, replacing Clement Lovell. 


In January of 1990, Karen Hatch was hired as a full-time book- 
keeper and assistant to the selectmen. 


United Appraisal continues to establish new real estate values in 
our Town. At the 1988 Town Meeting, the Selectmen were instructed by 
the voters to enter into a contract with an appraisal company, and this 
contract was signed in February of 1989. From that time until the 
present, 600 pieces of taxable property have been added to the tax rolls, 
representing an increase of 22%. 


Because of these recent and rapid developments, I feel we need 
clear direction from the citizens of Freedom in response to problems that 
arise when growth is not controlled. I urge you to become involved in 
your town during this period of drastic change so that together we can 
direct the future of Freedom with enthusiasm and confidence.

To the Selectmen of Freedom and the Citizens of the Town: 
The year 1989 as you could expect was a little busier than last. 
Crime is on the rise all over the nation and we are no exception. 


We found that we are dealing with not only a larger number of 
crimes, but the crimes are of a more serious and violent nature. 


Our calls for service for 1989 were up slightly from 1988. The types 
of calls we are answering more and more frequently are burglar alarms, 
delivering messages to people without phones, and keys locked in 
vehicles. 


The department has grown over the past couple of years to where 
we now have a total of 4 Officers, one full time, and 3 part-time 
Officers including the Animal Control Officer. During the summer 
months we also had the luxury of an additonal Officer, at no expense to 
the Town, through an internship program with Norwich University. 


I am grateful for and express my heartfelt thanks to my Officers, to 
the Town Officials, other department heads and the citizens of 
Freedom for their cooperation and assistance this past year.

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Conservation Commission Report 
1989 


The Conservation Commission was kept busy during 1989. Of 
primary concern was keeping up with our part of the dredge and fill 
permit process. We had several applications to consider and then to 
make our recommendations to the N.H. Wetlands Board. We also had 
a few citizen complaints to investigate throughout the year, and, in 
some cases, we had the unfortunate task of discovering dredge and fill 
operations without holding the necessary permits. All of this serves as 
a reminder to all property owners to procure a permit before digging or 
filling in or adjacent to any open body of water, swamp, marsh or other 
wetland area. Applications can be filed with the Town Clerk. 


Reassessment will undoubtedly have an impact on the work of the 
Conservation Commission, since there are tax advantages to donating 
land for conservation purposes, dedicating conservation easements, or 
keeping land in its current or undeveloped use. Property owners who are 
interested in these options should contact the Conservation Commission 
and we will be happy to work with you on a plan which meets your 
needs. In anticipation of this situation, we helped the Cooperative 
Extension Service present a workshop on current use assessment in 
March, and we sponsored a workshop in August. The speaker was 
Sarah Thorne from the Trust for New Hampshire Lands, and she 
reviewed all of the options for procuring and donating lands for 
conservation purposes. 


We have also been doing a review of undeveloped land in Freedom, 
hoping to identify areas which should be preserved for any number of 
conservation reasons. This review is in process and is inconclusive at 
this time. 


As we look to the year ahead, the priority issues for our attention 
have been identified as follows: 


Monitor the dredge and fill permit process 
Fight water pollution 

Coordinate and cooperate with other boards 
Help deal with the dump problem 

Develop an excavation ordinance. 
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We welcome the participation of any and all citizens in dealing 
with these or any other issues which come to our attention. Our 
meetings are posted and we usually meet once every month. 


I am grateful for the membership and many contributions of Gail 
Bickford, who has resigned during the past year. She was replaced by 
Barry Keith. Alan Grant has replaced Barry as the alternate member. 
Susan Hoople and Barnes Compton continue to serve with loyalty and 
dedication. We are especially grateful for the extra efforts of our 
Secretary, Jane Vernon. Jane has announced her "retirement" from the 
commission, and we are hopeful that a citizen will step forward, 
willing to serve as the secretary.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 1989 was a very costly year for the highway department. We 
incurred quite a few expense’s that were not planned, the first of which 
being the amount of ice that we had to deal with during the early: part of 
winter. Although one would think that the lack of snow would be a benefit, 
the cost of treating ice is aproximately 4 times greater than that of 


removing snow. 
We next ran into the problem of continuing to maintain the Ossipee Lake 


Road in it’s present condition. As was estimated at the special Town 
Meeting in May, we spent a little over $26,000 to do emergency repair’s, and 
to continue to maintain the road for the remainder of the year. . This money 


was not budgeted, and therefore will more than account for the annual 
budget overrun. 

Our last major obsticle was brought to our attention during the summer, 
when we were informed that approximately 2 miles of roadway that we have not 
been maintaininy for years, was our responsibility, and we therefore would 
have to begin to maintain these roads on a year round basis. At a cost of 
over $2000 per mile to preform year round maintenance, adding any additional 
distance does add a substantial cost to the town, therefore I caution 
everyone to think of the cost of maintenance before voting in favor of 
accepting any additional roads. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the selectmen for 
the countless hours that they have put in to helping us through all of the 
obsticle’s of 1989 and also for their continued support.
